G rand Canyon to Casa G rande N a ­ 
tional M onum ent. 
N ow we have to 
smile a little for the traffic in that 
out-of-the-way country did not be­ 
gin to compare w ith a very light 
traffic day in Southern 
California. 
However, just north o f Phoenix we 
viewed the result of th e only acci­ 
dent we have seen so far; a large 
truck and a small car tangled, w ith 
the result that the truck turned com ­ 
pletely over and the small car b u rn ­ 


! ed. 
It was som ething of a David 
and Goliath encounter, but David 
also met with disaster. 
Strewn along 
the highw ay were blocks of steam ­ 
ing “dry” ice, a product of our own 
desert country as this “ ice” is made 
'from carbon dioxide obtained from 
deep wells just south o f Saltón Sea. 


A t a service station in C hand­ 
ler, Arizona, a young man a t­ 
tendant inquired w here we had 
been and where we were going 
and when he learned we were 
on our way to Casa Grande N a­ 
tional 
M onum ent 
asked 
w hy 
anyone should drive out of their 
way just to see some old adobe 
ruins. 
W e asked him about the 
story back of the ruins but he 
was unable to tell us anything, 
and so to him Casa G rande N a­ 
tional M onum ent will remain 
just an uninteresting adobe ruin 
as the story back of it brings it 
into the realm of im portance. 


T he first glimpse o f Casa G rande 
N ational M onum ent is obtained at a 
distance of some miles for above the 
main ruin a large protective steel 
roof has been erected and is visible 
for m any miles. 
Beneath this roof 
may be seen the irregular outline of 
the ruin of the w atchtow er.

A t t lie same 
tim e opportunity for R iverside to ob­ 
tain an increase in the appropriation 
for its new postoffice was indicated. 


| 
A $100.000 Palm Springs post office 
'w as included on the house appropria- 
! lions com m ittee list of "urgent" proj­ 
e c t s for its $70.000.000 public buildings 
program . O ther postoflices proposed for 
the county were B eaum ont, $75,000; 
A rlington. $75.000; Blythe, $70,000; El- 
isinore, $70,000; Indio, $80,000; 
and 
• Banning $85,000. 
The deficiency hill 
1 includes a sum of $23,000,000 for im­ 
m ediate construction of som e of these. 
It is believed th at if a thorough in­ 
vestigation of the local situation is 
m ade by C ongressm an Sheppard and 
postal authorities. Palm Springs post­ 
office will be the first on the lisi in 
R iverside county to be constructed. 
T he Palm Springs postoffice is un 
questionably the most profitable 
of 
any on th e Pacific coast, considering 
the operating expenses of the office 
here. 
It also has the greater 
per­ 
centage of increase in postal receipts. 
T his incrase has been stady for the 
past 10 or 12 years, w ithout any de­ 
crease in any year under any preced­ 
ing year. 
Thus it can be accurately 
ascertained that larger quarters must 
be had here. 
T he need for a larger building and 
m ore equipm ent is pressing, and that 
need is grow ing each season. 
It will 
be econom y for the Federal govern­ 
m ent to build here as soon as possible, 
and thus avoid th e expense of adding 
to the equipm ent in the present loca­ 
tion.

All m usic courses will carry

A lot of steel has passed under the 
wheels every tim e you hear the fre­ 
quent "click" which is a traditional 
part of railroad travel. 
With heavy modern rails now in use 
on all main lies, every set of clicks 
means that the wheels have passed 
over from 1400 to 1700 pounds of steel, 
according to Southern Pacific.

The old 
50-pound rails weighed only 88 tons 
per mile of track, in contrast to over 
197 tons for the modern 112-pound 
rail, and over 320 tons per mile for 
the 131-pound rail.

"T he proposed agreem ent also pro­ 
vides th at m easures be taken to ob­ 
tain for em ployees the benefits of the 
Social 
Security Act. 
Em ployees of 
public corporations, of which the Dis­ 
trict is one, 
are 
excluded 
by the 
term s of the law, from the Social Se­ 
curity Act. 
It is beyond the pow er of 
the D istrict to modify this situation. 


"The principles set out in the No­ 
tice to Em ployees of July 2, 1937, are 
reaffirm ed. It has been and is the de­ 
sire of the officers of the D istrict to

General M anager W eym outh Issued 
the following statem en t: 
‘‘A. C.I.O. union lias called a strik e 
on the San Jacinto tunnel of the Colo­ 
rado River aqueduct and is now en­ 
gaged in picketing this job. The strik e , 
of these union m em bers was called 011 
. Saturday evening a fte r a delegation 
¡from th at group appeared before the 
board of directors on Friday w ith a 
num ber of dem ands which they de­ 
clared m ust be granted in the form of 
a w ritten agreem ent not later than 
7 p. m., Friday. 
"In this connection I desire to m ake 
clear the following im portant points: 
“F irst: 
W ork on the San Jacinto 
tunnel has not been shut down. 
All 
essential m aintenance work including 
the operation of tunnel 
pumps 
and 
other utilities is being carried forw ard j 
by working crew s selected and em ­ 
ployed by the district. 
T his m ainten­ 
ance work is not being done by th e 
strik ers, and so long as they rem ain 
in the classification of strik ers these 
m en will not be perm itted to do any j 
safety work or any other work on th e 
tunnels. 
"Second: 
W ork 
011 th e San J a ­ 
cinto tunnel shall continue to go for­ 
w ard. The d istrict is prepared to em ­ 
ploy all necessary lawful m easures to 
insure the uninterrupted progress of 
this essential public work. 
"T hird: 
W ork on th e San Jacinto 
tunnel is tem porarily handicapped due 
to the operations of the strikers. H ow ­ 
ever, excavation work is in progress 
a t the I^awrence adit, th is work being 
carried forw ard by 
regular 
tunnel 
w orkm en 
who 
voluntarily 
reported 
this m orning for the day shift. 
E x­ 
cavation work a t Cabazon and Po­ 
trero shafts will be resum ed as soon 
as working crew’s have been organ­ 
ized. 
"F ourth: 
D istrict officials are con­ 
vinced th at a small m inority of th e 
tunnel w’orkers are responsible for the 
strike. I believe th at the large m ajo r­ 
ity of the men will retu rn to work 
prom ptly. 
"F ifth: 
W ork on o th er features of 
aqueduct construction, extending 
all 
th e way from P arker dam on the Colo­ 
rado river to the thirteen cities in 
the district, has not been affected by 
the strik e called at San Jacinto tu n ­ 
nel. 
•Sixth: 
"The citizens and taxpay­ 
ers of the district have given the dis­ 
trict officers a m andate to com plete 
construction 
of 
the 
aqueduct. 
For 
m ore than four years this work has 
been diligently carried forw ard. 
T he j 
d istric t has m aintained 
the 
highest . 
standards of living and safety condi­ 
tions. 
T he m en on the San Jacinto 
tunnel are being paid wages consid­ 
erably higher than th e average w ages 
paid for sim ilar work in other tunnel 
and m ining operations. 
•The strik ers have presented no 
com plaints concerning w ages or safe­ 
ty and housing conditions. 
"T hey have dem anded th a t 
Local 


270 of the Mine, Mill 
and 
Sm elter 
Union be recognized as the sole b ar­ 
gaining agency for all the workm en on 
the tunnel, and th at m em bers of th e ir 
union be employed in preference 
to 
other men. 
T his the d istrict’s board 
of directors has refused to do. 
T h e 
d istrict is a governm ental body. 
It 
cannot and it will not en ter into any 
agreem ent that will re stric t th e rig h t 
of citizens qualified for w’ork 
and 
residing w ithin the d istrict to obtain 
em ploym ent on the aqueduct. 
"The d istrict and its officers have 
no quarrel with any union. 
The dis­ 
trict and its officers have not and will 
not foster, encourage, discourage, or 
oppose the joining of any lawful o r­ 
ganization by any of its em ployes; nor 
will the d istrict in any m anner favor 
o r discrim inate against any em ploye 
o r group of em ployes because of m em ­ 
bership or non-m em bership in any o r­ 
ganization.”
